Mays said he-is sure: there 
is no donnection between the 
two drug centers because he 
brought BDC to Columbus 
from Dayton: “funded BDG 
from my pocket and my 
refrigerator,” Mays said, “un- 
til they could acquire fun- 
ding."’ He also said he 
provided the use of 4 
building his wife had used as 
a nursing home to begin BDC 
operations. 

Volunteer workers for. the 
center are currently helping 
to run survival operations 
such as: serving lunches, 
holding jewelry sales and 
collecting funds for the cen- 
ter at civic organization 
locations.

BDC board members have 
been constantly attempting to 
keep the Center running on a 
day to day basis, since it ran 
out of the last of its govern- 
ment funds. Board members 
Jim Roseboro and Jerry Ham- 
mond appeared on two focal 
television programs detailing 
the plight of the Center. 

BDC cannot gain County 
Mental Health and Retarda- 
tion Board funding until it 
meets federal criteria. Recen- 
tly, the County Board an- 
nounced the BDC funding 
cut until Substantial changes 
were made in BDC leader- 
ship. BDC board members 
made arrangements to take 
over operations of the Cen- 
ter.

The 
first priority ,of the Superin- 
tendent shall be the develop- 
ment of special programs 
that attract students from alt 
schools and the development 
of a plan to provide the trans-" 
portation necessary: to give 
all students access. to 
vocational and career 
facilities and all special 
programs or coufses offered 
by. the Columbus Public 
Schools.” , 

Dr. Watson Walker, reac- 
ting to the statement in 
behalf of himself and Black 
Board members Marie 
Castleman. and Dr. David 
Hamlar, said, “The words 
don’t mean a whole lot, we 
(Black Board members) are 
concerned only with quality 
integrated education for all 
students."’ He said Black 
Board members approve of 
the statement as long as the 
intent behind the statement is

“The statement does not 
imply that Blacks should-sit 
next to whites or that forced 
transportation be used,”

It was then that |, along 
with-the- clerk—and belimen, 
decided to just sit it out while 
hoping for the best. The bell- 
man gathered up my portabie 
typewriter and camera and 
led me to my room. While 
aWaiting from the expected 
gratutity, the bellman sought 
to soothe my soaring temper 
by assuring me that my lug- 
gage would turn up soomer 
or later. As things turned out, 
he was right, for as | arrived 
at the Sonesta Beach,. head- 
quarters of- the Ohio State 
Democratic organization, 
John Jones, chief of the 
operation greeted me. 

Just-as |- prepared to take 
him to task for the bus ser- 
vice he had engaged, he‘cut 
me off, saying “John my wife 
just took your luggage to 
your hotel.”Fortunately, my 
wife‘ Ann, had the presence’ 
of mind to fill out the identifi- 
cation tag on my luggage 
before | departed from 
Golumbus, which enabled 
Jones to follow through. -. 

- Having eased my anxiety, 
naturally | was ashamed of

Huddle stated that funds in 
the form of a grant will be 
made available up to $500 
per.family unit. This would in- 
clude moving costs of $200 
plus $50 per room up to six 
rooms or the actual moving 
_costs if the occupants prefer. 
But he expressed the fact 
that in most instances the 
$200 plus $50 a room should 
more than cover the moving 
costs. . 

It was also noted that in- 
dividuals that own duplex 
homes and occupy one side, 
wilt only be given moving 
costs for the unit that they 
occupy. 

Persons who own busi- 
nesses may receive as much 
as $25,000 in -relocation 
funds, which will include the 
actual cost of moving and the

The Summer Youth Sports Program at The Ohio State 
University is taking some of the heat out of an otherwise 
long, hot summer for many Columbus.youngsters. 

The objective of this program has been and is manyfold. 
Hopefully to involve the University’s Dept. of Intercollegiate 
Athletics in a program designed to present the world of 
athletics through instruction to the youth of this city; pro- 
motion of involvement of the community youth with student 
athletes. currently attending the University; to expose the 
youth of the local community to the highly organized activ- 
ities as contrasted to the typical community recreational pro- 
grams; to improve the public image and relationship of the. 
University and more specifically the Dept. of Athletics with 
the community. 

For the fifth consecutive 
year, the University has 
opened its athletic facilities 
to primarily youhg people 


athletic skills. This, program 
is part and parcel of a 
National program which is 
jointly sponsored by the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and the Pres- 
ident’s Council on Physical 
Fitness and Sports. Last year 
this program operated in 111 
universities and 34 states 
plus the District of Columbia. 
The Federal Government has 
provided approximately three 
million dollars for the opera- 
: tion of this program in 1972. 

Over 1500 young people have been contacted to partici- 

pate in the program this year. The program offers a selection

Of 12 athletic activities and is staffed by coaches, athletes, — 


and physigal education students who are seeking degrees 
on all levels. Those activities include baseball, basketball, 
cheerleading, football, modern dance, ice skating, judo, ten- 
nis, track & field, swimming, weight training, and wrestling. 

As one watches the arrival of participants each day, one or 
two things immediately-come to mind. (1) In the areas in 
which there is the most need there is perhaps less participat- 
ion. For-example,;-busses-travel to: and from nine of the city's 
junior high schools each day; two busses have had to be 
discontinued because of lack of participation. (2) The-desire 
to get to their respective activity on the part of those who do 
come. 

This six-week program began June 19:and as usual it was 
a delight to be overwhelmed by a group of active youngsters. 
The only thing necessary on their part is a desire to learn or 
improve skills and the ability to get to the pick-up points on 
tiem. Transportation, nutrition and insurance coverage are 
all offered ‘at no expense to the youngster. He or she need 
not bring any equipment for it is all provided. 

Aside from the assets. of this program there are also hid- 
den benefits for the young participants. All who participate 
have the opportunity for a free physical examination. prior to 
the program. This exam is given by members of the 2291st 
Army Hospital Unit which is located in Whitehall. Free trans- 
portation is provided on two days. Unfortunately: for too 
many people, they failed to take advantage of the examina- 
tion and were not allowed to participate in the program until 
they completed this on their own. The fact that young people 
of differing backgrounds — racially, economically and relig- 
iously--are in contact with each other at this time cannot 
help but create a better understanding and appreciation of 
one another. Getting acquainted with the University campus 
from this program may excite some junior high school 
student to start thinking in terms of a higher education after 
high school. ; 

Asin any program, however, there are drawbacks or nega- 
tive aspects which tend to detract from the program. | have 
often wondered if some parents know where their children 
are, and what they are involved in during the first two weeks 
of our program. Several young people were observed to be 
just walking around and often refusing to leave the program 
or become involved in some aspect of it. Some older than 
junior high age, youngsters presented,problems for staff by 
not following program procedures. 

By and large, their attitude toward staff members, younger 
participants and learning and improving skills, was so nega- 
tive that again departure from the program was the only 
solution. This surly, beligerent attitude among those on the 
brink of adulthood, certainly is most frightening. It is also 
quite damaging in that it drives away that participant.who-is 
serviusly seeking something, and is in need of wholesome . 
guidance. 

Athletics have always had a tremendous effect on me and 
thei value has never been questioned. | do feel that there is 
a fisturbing aspect concerning athletics among our young- 

rs. We certainly will come in contact with a budding Willie 
Mays, Bo Scott, or Madeline Manning, during the course of 


‘this program. But the roads to these heights are often most 


frustrating. Most. of the youngsters seem to be looking at” 
sports through the dollar sign and not at the dollar sign 
through sports. Very few are looking at academics or the 
many other sacrifices that are necessarily made in order to 
garner athletic success: 

The value and impact of this program can, in no way at 
present, be evaluated. | am sure as the years pass, we will be 
hearing of youngsters -who started in this program. A good 
example is Neal Colizie, a member of the current Ohio State 
football team. He participated in the National Summer Youth 
Sports Program in Miami, Fla. The past State 105 pound 
wrestling champion from Shaw High School in East Cleve- 
land, improved his wrestling as a member of the same pro- 
gram at Case Western Reserve University in Cleveland. 

Aided by more people who are genuinely concerned about 
the fortune of young people today, | am sure we will, in the 
future, be able to attract enough youngsters to fill every act- 
ivity to capacity. Certainly people such as: Gwen Hammond 
junior high teacher; Tom Simpson assistant principal, East 
High; Bob Lester swimming director; Ben Waterman: Basket- 
ball Coach; Dick Fin Baseball director Jim Jonses assistant 
athletic director-and also administrative personnel, athletes 
and students share this concern. We ail will enjoy the final 
days of this year’s program; and hope to get: together during 
the interval between next year’s program to design an even 
better experience for next year. 

Each participant in the summer Program receives and 
signs an identification card which has on the back the 
National Summer Youth Sports Program creed, as follows:

Madeline ManningVJackson 
of the Model Cities Com- 
munity Track Club is trying to 
raise funds so that her small 
son and her coach can ac- 
company her to the games in 
Munich, Germany. 

Madeline won a gold-medal 
in_the 1968-Olympic Games 
setting a world record of 2:09 
in the 800 meter run. This 
marked the first-ti time that a 
Black woman or an American 
woman had won a distance 
race in the Olympic Games. 

For this year's Olympics, 
Madeline has qualified for 
the games in the 800 meter 
run at 2:05.2, the mile relay 
and.the 400 meter dash. 

Madeline said she will be 
unable to participate if she 
don't come up with funds to 
take her son and her coach 
to.the games. She said psy- 
Ghologically she would be 
unable to compete, won- 
dering about the care of her 
son while she was in- Ger- 
many.

NBA AdoptsNewRules 


NEW YORK — “We want to 
make the game more in- 
teresting for the fans, and we 
will find out in pre-season 
games if this progressive new 
rule keeps the game moving 
and proves more interesting.” 

So says John P. Nucatola; 
the. National Basketball 
Association's Supervisor of 
Officials and a member of the 
NBA Rules Committee, which: 
recommended two rule “ex- 
periments: and four per- 
manent rule changes: which 
were unanimously approved 
by"the Board of Governors at 
their annual meeting. 

The most radical change is 
the rule experiment which 
eliminates shooting a frew 
throw on the first four team 
fouls in each quarter. The op- 
“posing team, instead, will put 

the ball into play at the side 
line nearest where the foul 
occurred. 

Shooting, back court and 
fighting (punching) fouls will 
carry their own penalty, and 
are carried in the team totals. 

“We think there may be 
some bugs to work out with 
this rule,” suggested Eddie 
Gottlieb, Chairman of the 
Rules Committee. 

The other experiment will 
allow players -- with the ex- 
ception ofthe shooter -- to 
enter the lane after the frew 
throw is released, instead of 
waiting until the ball hits the 
rim or backboard. 

In both rule experiments, 
they will be tried during 1972- 
73 pre-season games and will 
be adopted for the 1972-73 
championship season if a 
majority of the Rules Commit- 
tee votes in favor. 

Meanwhile, four permanent 
rule changes go into effect in 
1972-73. *. 

If a team has four time-outs 
remaining when the fourth 
quarter begins, it may use all 
four in the period, with a 
maximum of three in the final 
two minutes, and a maximum 
of two in any overtime period.

Black Mayor Confronted 
With lrate City Workers

EAST ST. LOUIS, III. -- 
(NBNS) --. This city's first 
black mayor, confronted with 
the occupation of city hall by 
50 black men, has met some 
of their demands and gotten 
committments for 173 jobs in 
the city. 

The agreement, reached 
last Wednesday, ended a six- 
day occupation’ of the 
building, which for the most 
part, stopped all city busi- 
ness from being conducted 
in city hall. 

At one time during the 
demonstration, more than 200 
persons had occupied the 
premises as the mayor, 
James E. Williams, asked for 
federal and state assistance 
to provide an emergency ap- 
propriation of $5.5 million for 


a public works program. 

“| would feel. disappointed. 
if these: people did not come 
to my. rescue," Williams, a 
Democrat, said during the 
waning days of the occupa- 
tion. “And | don’t want to be 
rescued with guns and night- 
sticks.” 

“They can come to the 
rescue with jobs for these 
young people who so 
desperately need them.” 

Earlier, demonstration offi- 
cials maintained they would 
not leave the building until 
federal and state officials 
agreed to fund the $5.5 
million.program. 

East St. Louis has been 
plagued with a series of 
demonstrations since the city 
has a high unemployment 


rate of over 30 per cent. 

Three years ago, .the 
federal government put a 
freeze on federal highway 

‘funds in the area for alleged 
discrimination in hiring, prin- 
cipally against East St. Louis 
blacks. 

Several years later, ‘the 
freeze was lifted under a plan 
which provided for the hiring 
of one black trainee for every 
four journeymen by road con- 
tractors. 

Under the plan, Williams 
and the demonstrators 
originally worked- out, more 
than 560 persons would be 
givén work on building 
demolition, street cleaning, 
beautification and bolstering 
the city’s police and fire 
departments.

Dr. W.W. Johnson, chair- 
man, division of National 
Sciences—and- mathematics, 
and professor of. biology at 
Saint Augustine's College 
has been awarded a $10,000 
ESSO Research Fellowship 
in philosophy for the 2972-73 
academic year by the In- 
stitute for Services to 
Education of Washington, 
D.C. The fellowship is for a 
period of twelve months.

Still Lagging Behind 


Depending upon one's viewpoint- 
-and age bracket-the latest Census 
Bureau.figures.on U.S. income are 
calculated to bring diverse reac- 
tion. The figures reveal that Black 
Americans made’ solid gains in 
both job income and job oppor- 
tunities in the glorious decade bet- 
ween 1960 and 1970. 

This was particularly true in nor- 
thern and western states in which 


_young black families were shown 


to be approaching an income com- 
parable. with their white counter- 
parts. The Census Bureau figures 
also reveal that Black Americans 
showed significant gains. in home 
ownership and in voting strength 
and that more black youngsters 
than ever before in our history were 
attending college, while fewer were 
dropping out of high schools. J 
Nevertheless, the old southern 
saying “white folks are still ahead” 
‘holds true as blacks still lag behind 
whites in most social and 
economic areas, with the ‘gap 
widening rather than narrowing 
among middle class families. » 
For example, the median income 
for families under 35 years of age 
produces a deceptive figure, 


showing the median income for 
black families in the north and west 
where both husband and wife 
worked in 1970 to be $11,045 com- 
pared to $10,578 for a comparable 
white family. For the nation as a 
whole, the young-family income 
figures were $9267 for blacks and 
$10,396 for whites. 

Encouraging is the report 
showing that the high school rate 
for black dropouts had dropped to 
11.1% in 1977, but was stilt higher 
than the 7.4% rate for white 
students, At the college level the 
black students enrolled increased 
from 10% between 1965 and 1971, 
while the proportion-of white 
college students remained stable at 
about 22%: . 

With the realization that full em- 
ployment and quality edication 
represent the only way to bring 
black families into parity with 
whites, these are the issues with 
which we should be concerned in 
the months ahead when the glib- 
talking politicians in both major 
-parties, at focal. state and national 
levels, come around with their 
promises of pie-in-the-sky.

MIAMI DEACH, Fila. -- The 
Democratic Party, meeting in National 
Convention for the first time under its 
reformed format, has, without the 
slightest doubt, substantially tighten 
the grip it has held on the black voters 
since the early days of the ad= 
ministration’ of President Franklin. D. 
This suggestion was 
dramatically and effectively demon- 
strated by the involvement of biacks’in 
roles of the convention at every level. . 

The. 454 black delegates, including 
26«from Ohio (some contend that it 
was 28), had a strong voice in the plan- 
ning and scheming the strategy of the 
convention and they played their role 
to the proverbial hilt. In addition to 
blacks in key roles of the convention, a 
sampling of the various state 
delegation found sprinklings of black 
brothers and sisters in virtually every 


~ state group. 


A typical example ofthe powerful 
roles played by blacks was seen when 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson of Chicago, 
challenged, and succeeded in Un- 
seating the most powerful of all 
Democrats, Mayor Richard Daley and 
his 59 delegates. During his eloquent 
‘and impassioned speech, Jackson 
called upon the delegates to reject the 
Daley delegation and sustain the 
Crederitials Committee which held that 
the Chicago. group. failed to comply 
with the reform ‘concept by excluding 
blacks, women and young people. , . 

At the end of his dramatic plea, the 
‘convention voted to sustain the com- 
mittee’s recommendation by a margi 
of 1486 to 1371. 4 

Then in one of the most sticky issues 


»of the convention, the seating of 151 


California délegates pledged to Sén. 
George McGovern, but ruled out by the 
Credentials Committee, saw a black 
McGovern backer turn the tide in his 
favor. Willie Brown, a black California 
State Assemblyman and co-chairman of 
McGovern's campaign, in a fiery 
speech which stirred the delegates into 
a swinging demonstration on the floor, 
set the stage for seating the 151 
challenged delegates and to cinch the 
nomination of McGovern. 

Throughout this long and heated 
debate, a black woman, Patricia Harris, 
a Washington attorney and chairman of 
the Credentials Committee was in the 
chair. Also seated on the podium with 
Democratic Chairman, Lawrence 
O’Brien, was another black woman, 
Yvonne Braithwaite of California, vice 
chairman of the party. 

But while the blacks stood out in 
various convention controversies, they 
also proved to the white delegates that 
blacks have the same human traits of 
other people.

But When The Quota For Blacks Is Zero 


One of the most heated arguments 
between blacks occurred when Julian

As a result, Ohio will have 
its first Black Democratic National 
Committeewoman. Her selection, in-. 
cidentally, emerged from a deal worked 
out by Sen. Hubert Humphrey, Frank 
King,-chairman.of.the-Ohio. delegation 
early Wednesday-afternoon. 

Humphrey, appearing before a closed 
caucus: with the Ohio delegation, ac- 
cording to. informed sources, said he 
was indebted to Joe Cole, Cleveland 
banker, and asked_as a final favor of 
the delegates, to back Cole for the 
National Committeeman post.

Foundations And Social Change 


There's been a lot of criticism recen- 
tly, about the role of private foun- 
dations in fostering projects designed 
to bring about social change. 

The idea has taken root that foun- 
dations are fueling social changé by 
massive infusions of money and are ac- 
ting irresponsibly. This. attitude was 
part of the rationale for the 1969 law 
that tightened federal restrictions on 
foundations and for current warnings 
by some social scientists and university 
administrators that still more 
regulations are in store unless foun- 
dations go slow on social projects. 

But the truth of the matter is that 
private foundations have, if anything, 
been going too slow. Considering their 
enormous potential for encouraging 
responsible social change in a society 
that needs to channel resources to the 
less-favored segments of the nation, 
foundations could and-should be doing 
@ tot more. 

They've always been late. In the dim, 
dark earlier years of this century, a 
bare handful of foundations supported 
black causes and black efforts are 
building viable educational institutions. 

- Even in the early sixties, at the height 
of the civil rights movement, there were 
only relatively few foundations suppor- 
ting southern voter registration efforts 
and similar activities. 

More recently, the numbers of foun- 
dations exhibiting social concerns have 
grown, but funds made available to 
black institutions are stilltimited and 
the foundation community is. still. split 
between‘the few who are involved and 
the many who continue to sit out the 
struggle for equality on the sidelines. 

Despite this, there has been a 
backlash against excessive foundation 
involvement in the social arena. While

Nixon May Gain 
More Votes 


_In_ the 1968 election year, Richard 
Nixon received about 12 percent of the 
black vote. This year many blacks Re- 
publicans will attempt to deliver at least 
24 percent of the black vote to Mr. Nixon. 
Many black Republicans and erstwhile 
Democrats have been developing 
strategies andtacticsto win more blacks 
to the Nixon-camp: - 

Their contention ts that Mr. Nixon, 
other than his civil rights record, has 
done more for blacks than any other 
President in thé several decades. Many 
of these Republicans and even 
Democrats. who support Mr. Nixon, may 
be softening on civil rights, but they are 
very vociferous in their support of Mr. 
Nixon's overtures and backing of 

. economic self-help programs. - 

Many blacks, who have been living un- 

der several Democratic administrations; 


are becoming quite discontented with 


the Democratic party and its typical 
white liberal ideology and are now 
calling for programs that no longer-ex- 
tend and’perpetuate black welfarism and 
dependency. 

Those blacks who support Mr. Nixon 
argue very strongly that the Nixon ad- 
ministration has beén more favorable ir 
support of minority enterprises than any 
other previous Democratic administra- 
tion. They also argue that the Nixon ad- 
ministration has-done moré in supporting 
black colleges and universities than any 
previous Democratic. administration. 

.The major area in which Mr. Nixon is 
very weak, is in the area of civil rights. 
His appointment of racist judges to the 
U.S. Supreme Court and his equivocation 
on the busing issue have created very 
serious opposition to his administration 
among-many black leaders. 

Even the NAACP, which traditionally 
does not support or endorse or even op- 
pose any political candidate ‘at its 
national conventions, has threatened to 
call-for<the defeat of Mr. Nixon based, 
primarily, on his civil rights record. 

‘However we know that the NAACP is a 
very strong Integrationist organization. It 
is understandable, therefore, that the 

” NAACP'’s opposition would be so strong 
against the Nixon administration. 

Other black leaders, however, are 
moving in a direction which in many 
ways is a reminder of the Booker T. 
Washington era. Mr. Washington's role 
during the post-Reconstruction period 
here in America has been re-appraised 


black people are still just getting 
crumbs from the table, foundations are 
accused of heaping our plates too full. 

A recent research study by the 
National Urban League indicates just 


_how far foundations have yet to go 


before complaints about “excesses” 
can be judged as being ration. 

Analyzing grants compiled in the 
“Foundation Grants Index" for 1970 
and 1971, the League found that less 
thag 20 percent of all grants for ail pur- 
poses went into social welfare 
programs. And of those social welfare 
grants, only about a fifth went to black 
agencies. Less than a fourth of the 
money alloted for social welfare went 
to programs serving black and other 
minority communities. 

Grants in the field of race relations, 
which includes civil rights’ agencies, 
amounted to only ten percent of the 


‘ social welfare grants. Only three per- 


cent of grants for assisting the aged 
found their way into the black com- 
munity, as did less than ten percent of 
the grants for youth programs and five 
percent of child welfare grants. 

In the field of education, the picture 
was still more bleak. Of all grants to 
colleges and universities, the 


rd 


. Struggling black colleges received only 


six percent of the total. 

There is then, little doubt that foun- 
dations have barely scratched the sur- 
face in funding programs of importance 
to the mane community.’ Unfortunately, 
the foun Stions don't deserve 
the accusations that they are too 
deeply involved in social change. They 
do deserve to be reminded that they 
exist to root out social evils. and that 
they must use their wealth ‘and power 
to help the poor and the-powerless. 


and, therefore, we are not too prone to 
calk Booker T. Washington an Uncle 
Tom. 

Washington did play down civil rights 
aspects of the black struggle and attem- 
pted to emphasize the necessity of 
economic self-help programs, some of 
which remain today and are a tribute to 
hisxideas and organization. So today we 
see ‘black leaders moving somewhat in 
the same direction as did Booker T. 
Washington. They feel, however, that 
many of the civil rights goals of the black 
community have been achieved, and the 
main task is to keep enforcing those 
rights. 

But it is: now time to emphasize self- 
help programs, economic development 
programs, and programs which get to the 
very heart of the economic structure and 
process of this country from which the 
majority of blacks have been excluded. 

Therefore, it is conceivable that Mr. 
Nixon may receive many more black 
votes than he received in 1968. In spite 
of the war, and in spite of his record in 
civil rights, blacks are still not too unso- 
phisticated to believe that their salva- 
tion may always lie in the Democratic 
party-anymore.—

When We send letters out of here, 
about the wrong being done here, 
somehow the people we send the letters 
to don't seem to get them. It does not 
pay to write. to Columbus because the 
administration sticks together and we the 
inmate body-.get nothing.-We therefore, 
have to turn to our mothers, fathers, 
sisters and brothers. If you turn your 
backs on us, we have no one to turn to. 
Can't you see that? | have been writing 
the same thing for some time now and 
haven't received an answer. How long is 
it going to take? How long do.we have to 
take what the administration is doing to 
us in here? 

When can we count on our families 
and the oppressed people? Why can't we 
stick together and stay that way? Sisters 
and brothers, when can we get answers? 
Have a heart, give us the help we need 
here at the Ohio Penitentiary. Please 
don't fet us suffer just because we have 
, done wrong. , 

We want to rehabilitate ourselves, but 
this penitentiary teaches us how to come 
back, and that must be stopped. 
people sit back and say to themselves, 
how can we come back to a place |i 
this time after time? You have never sat 
back and said to yourself, “could it really 
__We_want you to know that this place 
does not-teach-us-to-stay out or try to 
help us. It only teaches'us how to come 
back so they can know. where we are.at 
all times. We are calling on you to get up 
for once and come and talk with us here 
at the Ohio Penitentiary: 

Also, | would like the facts known that 
the Commissioner-of-Correction, Bennett 
J. Cooper, sidesteps all issues. When we 
inmates both black and- white, appeal to 
him through letters, we get no response. 
Mr. Cooper said, a while back on the Phil 
Donahue show, he had no ebjections to 
members of the press and lawyers, etc., 
touring the inside of the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary. But when Mr. F. Lee Bailey and 
Mrs. Connors, a well-known attorney and 
member of Congress, were here, they 
were shown the Honor Dorm where all 
the so-called good cons live. Mr. Cooper 
evaded the question Jike this, explaining 
it that Mr. Donahue had been inside the 
walls with ‘three shows and the Honor 
Dorm was at least entitled to one. 

Mr. Cooper didn't mention the fact that 
his so-called good cons at the Honor 
Dorm were having an average of one 
Walkaway a week; 
walked away and made the top ten wan- 
ted list and was captured, came back 
and stayed inside about two years and 
was put back out there. And he walked 
away for a second time and was killed 
breaking and entering. And another in- 
mate who was at the-Honor Dorm, stole 
the Warden’s car<and left the state, and 
again this inmate was captured and 


brought back to stay behind the walls for - 


only a year and sent back to the Dorm- 
These are the same’ men who go 

downtown by themselves, and other little 

privileges that we, the cons inside, are 


not allowed.

The odds are against it. A number of 
studies have been made about the 
frequency of twins, and in the United 


States, it'comes out that about 11 sets o 
twins are born in each 1,000 pregnan 
cies, 


The studies reveal some other in- 
teresting facts. There appear to be four 
factors which help: determine which 
mothers among the 1,000 will bear the 


twins. 


These factors are: her age, her race, 
the number of children she has already 


borne; and her heredity. 

The mother under 20 is least likely to 
have twins. Her chances keep increasing 
as she gets older, until between the ages 
of 35 and 40 she is more likely to have 
twins than at any other age. In fact, her 
chances then are twice as great as they 
were before She was 20. 

There are noticeable racial differences 
in the incidence of twins, In the United 
States, among black women, there is one” 
set of twins born ‘approximately every 73 
births; among white women it is one set 
for approximately 93 births. In Japan, 
twins-are-much more uncommon. 
Japanese women have one set of twins 
for every 155 births, only half as often as 
American black women. 

Also, the chances of twins increase 
with each pregnancy. One study showed 
that the highest rate of twinning is with 
the sixth and later pregnancies. 

According to statistics, the person 
most likely to have twins is a black 
women, 35 to 40 years old, who already 
has six children. The least likely would 
be an Oriental.woman, under 20 having, 
her first baby, +—-—— 

Heredity, the fourth factor, is impor- 
tant. If there are twins either in the 
mother's family or in the father's, that 
mother is more likely to have twins her- 
self. 

As most people know, there are two 
kinds of twins. Fraternal twins result from 
two eggs being fertilized. There twins 
may be either both boys, both girls, or. 
one of each. They may be quite different 
in size_and appearance, just-as_non-twin 
brothers and sisters, Two thirds of all 
twins in the United States are fraternal. 

The second kind of twins are called 
identical, They result from a single egg 
being fertilized, then dividing neatly in 
two to grow as*two embryos. They are 
always of the same sex, always look 
alike, and will not vary much physically 
or mentally. identical twins occur in one 
third of U.S. twin births. The occurrence 
of identical twins.does not seem to be af- 
fected by age, race, number of pregnan- 
cies or heredity factors. 

Do twins make any difference during 
pregnancy? They certainly do, requiring 

—certain extra precautions. For one thing, 
they are born an average of three weeks 
earlier than Single birth babies, and 
earlier births have added risks. Twins are 
usually smaller and thinner. Twin babies 
average 5.3 pounds at birth, compared to 
7.6 pounds for single babies. 

When the doctor knéws a wornan is 
carrying twins, he wants to see her more 
often, She is mor@ likely to have 6xcess 
_ fluid in her tissues. She, gains more 
~ weight. She is more likely to have 
anemia and iron pills. She will have to 
rest more during her pregnancy. 

Also, she is more likely to have com- 
plications during pregnancy and at birth.
